The first requirements in niakinj, 


good bread arc good flour> K00(1 yeast 
and an even temperature-.

strong does not believe in the old 
fashioned method of setting the sponge 
the night before, neither does she be- 
lievo in the old fashionod vea.-.t. Slie 
uses the compressed ycust altogether. 
The bread is mixed in the morning 
:ind is always done live or six hours 
after the si.ongo is mixed. She uses 
two cakes of the compressed yeast to 
one quart of wetting. The yousc is 
dissolved in c">U water and the bread 
.mixed with li.uf milk and half water, 
always warm. 
Thi.-: is placed over 


warm water and allowed to raise. It 
is then made stiff and the salt, sugar 
ami shortening (it used) added at this 
time. 
Instead of so much kneading 


tho sponge is used and there is more 
beating. In making the spougu stiff 
the flour is added u little at a time 
and thoroughly mixed in. 
When it is 


of this required thickness it is again 
placed over warm water to raise and 
is allowed to remain until it is double 
in size. 
It is then worked into shape 


for tho pans and again allowed to 
raise, tho time required for the last 
raising being about one-halt hour. 
When it ia lendy for tho oven it is 
started out with a hot fire but after it 
lias began to brown it is allowed to 
bake very slowly, until it is thor- 
oughly baked through. 


Mrs. Armstrong prefers to make 


small quantities of bread and bake 
oftener. 
She also makes very small 


loaves. She says that the old1 idea 
that bread making is hard work is 
gradually (lying out and tho modern 
bread maker knows that it is a com- 
paratively 
easy task. 
Ono of her 


strongest objections 
to sotting the 


sponge over night is that it is im- 
possible to keep it at an even tempera- 
ture for so long a time and tho nour- 
ishing qualities of the wheat loses by 
the long standing. Bread that is made 
by the quicker method is tho health- 
iest. She lays particular stress on the 
ovou temperature and tho compressed 
yeast.

Socki Butte, Lamar liver, Cache creek 
and Miller creek." Although hot iva- 
tcr no longer flows from these venta, 
"gaseous emanations lire now given 
off in considerable volume." On Cache 
creek, about two miles a'loieits con- 
fluence with Lamar ri'.er, ore deposits 
of altered anJ crystalline travertine, 
with pools' in Ihe creek violently ef- 
fervescing locally. This is due to the 
copious emission of gas. AJbove these j 
depotKs "the creek cutb into a bank of I 
sulphur and gravel cemented by this 
material, ar.d a few join's beyond is 
the debouchure o£ a small lateral gully 
coming down from the mountain side. 
In its bottom is a small stream of clear 
and cold water, sour with sulphuric 
acid, aud flowing down a narrow and 
steep channel cut in bedb of dark-gray 
volcanic tuff. 
Ascending this gulch, 


the sides, clodng together, become 
very steep slopes of white, decom- 
posed rock. . . . The only springs 
now flowing are small oozes of water 
issuing from the base of these slopes. , 
or from the channel bed. forming; a 
thick, creamy, v.hite depobit about the 
vents, and covering the stream bed. 
This deposit consists largely of sul- 
phate of alumina. . . . About 150 
feet above the main ytream these onz- 
ing springs of ncid water cease, but 
the character of the giJch remains 
the same. The odor of sulphur now 
becomes stronger, though producing 
no other effect than a slight irritation 
of the lungs.—T. A. Jag-gar. Jr., in Ap- 
pletons' Popular Science Monthly. 


Trying to bave Alkflii De.orts. 
Irucs.tipfr.tioris b\ the division of soils 


of the department of ngiiculture into 
the alkali waste lands of the Yellow- 
stone MiHey. j;articulr.rly in Montana, 
develop the fact that great tracts 
may be savtd by undcrdrainage. The 
damage is due principally to excess of 
wa.ter used in irrigation and the re- 
sultant accumulation of salts. It is 
urged by the division omcers that the 
land be saved from utter annihilation 
by underdrainagc, which, though being 
expensive, is sure- to be a paying in- 
vcstjnent.—Chicago Chronicle.
